There was a surprising interest developed 
in many of the primary elections of yester- 
day, and the final result is foreshadowed 
somewhat definitely this morning—although 
the race is not yet settled. 

lt would be folly to deny that Governor 
Boynton more than sustained himself in the 
contest of yesterday. He has increased his 
lead largely, has friends scattered about ev- 
erywhere, and has the prestige of the day. 
It is to his credit that wherever the issue was 
drawn the fight was 
hottest and the vote the heaviest, there his

Provocation by words, threats, 
menaces or contemptuous gestures in no case 
will free the person killing from the guilt 

and crime of murder. 

2 Upon proof of the killing, the presump- 
tion of law isthat the crime was murder, and 
it will be so held unless reduced by proof to a 
lower grade of criminal homicide or 
shown to be justifiable. 

3. To have made this a case of justifiable 
homicide, the accused was bound to show 
that the deceased manifestly intended or en- 
deavored to commita felony upon him. . A 
bare fear will not justify the killing. It must 
appear that the circumstances were such as 
to excite the fears of a reasonable man, and 
also that he acted under those fears and not 
in a spirit of revenge. 

4, The verdict was quite as light as could 
have been asked under the testimony.

‘ WITH BRAINS, SIR!” 
“With brains, sir!’’ said Sir Joshua®Rey- 


nolds, whensome one asked him what he 
mixed his colors with. Thatis the ingredi- 
ent we want to get for our labor. ‘‘What is 
the foremost need of this country?’ we 
asked an intelligent traveller the other day. 
“Intelligent labor,” was his unhesitating 
answer. How shall we get it? By education. 
Of what sort? Here the doctors disagree, 
one prescribing a training in letters, the oth- 
er in tools. “Education makes a@ man a 
more intelligent shoemaker if that be his oc- 
cupation,”’ says John Stuart Mill,*‘but not by 
teaching him howfto make shoes, It does 
so by the mental exercise it gives and the 
habits it impresses.” 

“Every man must get his living,’ says 
Froude, ‘‘either by working, begging or steal- 
ing,’ and he demands that ail men shall re- 
ceive an education that shall fit them for 
working. ‘To crowd a lad’s mind with in- 
finite names of things which he never han 
dled, places he never saw nor will see, state- 
ments of facts which he cannot understand 
and which must remain merely words to-+him, 
is in Froude’s cpinion, -‘like loading his 
stomach with marbles; for bread giving him 
a stone.’’ 

The truth lies with both sides as usual in 
such contentions. The tool alone can only 
make a blockhead. ‘The book alone will only 
turn outa book-worm. both together may 
make the intelligent labor which is our coun- 
try’s foremost need. 

If anything is proved in education it is 
that general intelligence such as the good 
common school develops is serviceable to all 
the handicrafts and professions. In advocat- 
ing hand training, therefore, we must not un- 
der-value literary culture. Both must go to- 
gether. The graduates of the gymnasia in 
Germany make the best students in the poly- 
technic schools. There is something morein 
handicraft than skill. The lively mind must 
prompt the ready hand. Our common 
schools want supplementing with hand train- 
ing, no doubt, but not revolutionizing—not 
upsetting. Let our. teachers only vitalize 
their teaching by bringing it withing gunshot 
of some of the practical uses of life. Let 
our schools furnish just an introduction to 
some of the processes of handiwork, which 


they might easily do without  detri- 
ment to their present studies, and 


all will be done that ought to be done at the 
public expense. More and more, by the 
competition of one §manufacturer with an- 
other, trade-schools for the education of spe- 
cial workmen will be established by local ac- 
This is as it 
should be. The public should never be taxed 
to pamper-any industry. But the elements 
of art and industry, if they can be learned 
and taught, have as rightful a place in com- 
mon school education as reading, writing and 
arithmetic. We hope to live to see the day 
when these rights will be respected and pro- 
vided for.

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THE SOUTHERN PROBLEM, 


Northern Supremacy in Cotton Manufacture Over« 
throws by Emancipation. 
Frank Wilkeson in New York Sun. 

It is notgenerally known in the north that the 
cotton manufacturing Industry of the southern 
states has, through skillful management and the 
improvement of every natural advantage, reached 
a point where it cannot only defy the competition 
of the products of northern mills in scuthern mar- 
kets, but now epters the markets of the west, with 
every prospect of driving the products of the New 
England mills out of the Mississippi valley. 

The economic truth that the mills should be 
surrounded by cotton fields is, at least, realized by 
allintelligentmen. Throughout the cotton states, 
at such points where the water power is unfailing 
and easily improved, or where fuel is cheap 
and abundanl, mills are in the course 
of erection, or if not being built, the question of 
building is agitated and subscription papers are cir- 
culated. Iam pleased to say that wherever! have 
been in the cottog states the men were talkieg of 
investing southern capital in the manufacture of 
cotton. The desire is to build up this industry with 
southern money, but northern capital will be wel- 
comed in all portions of the south if invested in 
cotton mills. Georgia leads the souih in this in- 
dustry, as she leads in all things political or mate- 
rial; but all the southern states are making healthy 
progress. The danger that threatens the New Eng- 
land manufacturers is imminent. The signs sharply 
indicate that they are to be forced into a competi- 
tion with an established and active industry that 
will fatally cripple them. fhe advantages the 
southern manufacturers hold over those of New 
Englaud are many; and any one of them used tothe 
full extent as all will be, will be sufficient to over- 
come the northern industry. 

Out of the system of African slavery arose a belief 
in, and a practice of, paying low wages in the south. 
Free white men could not successfully compete in 
the labor market with black slaves. In endeayor- 
ing to do so, it was necessary for them toadopt the 
coarse, cheap food used by the negroes, and to 
wear cheap clothes; and it wasimperatively neces- 
sary for them to accept the rates of wages that were 
customary in hiring slaves from their owners. This 
condition of affairs produced a race of 
poor whites in the southern states. Theold slave- 
holders, the aristocratic thieves who meanly lived 
on the unpaid labors of the black meu, speak scorn- 
fully of this race as “‘crackers;’’ and they appar- 
ently ignore the fact that on theirindustry the fn- 
ture prosperity of the south depends, In no cotton 
mili did I see negroes at work. These poor whites 
have been schooled by the degrading competition 
with slaves, forced on them by the old slaveowners, 


and by being pushed on to the poor, lean lands, to 
subsist on tood that northern mechanics caunot 


live on. Theclose of the war found these people 
stripped of all their possessions. Being poor 
and despised, they had great 
trouble in getting a start. They 
owned pror land. They had no credit. They 
were discouraged. It was a hard outlook. On 


every side they met the recently freed blacks, who 
keenly competed with themin the labor market. 
The blacks obtained eontrol of the market by being 
better adapted to field work and being able tolive 
cheaper than the poor whites. This competition, 
not keen on the part of the whites, has established 
a rate of wages in the southern states that effectu- 
ally bars out foreign laborers and forbids all immi- 
gration of northern laborers into the southern 
states. These conditions of southern labor beiug 
true, and they were ard are true, the manufacture 
of cotton was establishod at an opportune time. 

He would have been a bold man. who prophesied 
that the overthrow uf the slaveholders would sup- 
press the cotton, manufacturing industry of New 
England. This southern industry that has sprung 
into active competition here during the last decade 
is solidly founded on low wages to operatives. In 
1880 15,279 overatives were employed in southern 
cotton mills. They were paid $2,5:7,347, or an aver- 
age of $169each. During thesame year the Massa- 
chusetts operatives were paid $259, and those of 
Maine $25l each. The northern operatives received 
an average sum of §85 per vear more than those em- 


ployed in the southern mills. There is doom in 
these figure. It must be borne in mind thatthe old 
system of slaveholding has a living cffect on all 
questions affecting the material prosperity of the 
southern states, and through them on us. We 
are far from being through with the evil effeets of 
slavery; indeed in my opinion we are justabout to 
realize that the abolition of that system is going to 
affevt us im various ways that our statesmen did 
not foresee. Wenow see the effectof it in the dif- 
ference in the cost of labor influencing the cotton 
manufacturing industry of the north. We willtfur- 
ther see, and sharply feel it. in the rates of railway 
transportation in the near future affecting the cou- 
trol of the markets for manufactured products. The 
southern railways were built by cheap labor. Be- 
fore the war slaves who were cheaply hired were 
largely employed on works of internal improve- 
ment. Since the war poorly paid free men and 
convicts, the state slaves, have been largely em- 
ployed. The roads were cheaply built and cheaply 
equipped, and they can be cheaply operated. There 
is nosnow to obstruct them in the winter. All 
men working on these lines aie poorly paid. When 
the traffic increases, these roads can carry freight 
for less money than any northern road, where the 
higher rate of speed hammers the railsinto splint- 
ers, and the comparatively higher rate of wages 
exhausts the earnings, and the snows of winter eat 
up the surplus earned in busy times. 

Already the New England manufacturers of cot- 
ton are clamoring for a different classification of 
their products, so as to obtain cheaper rates of 
transportation from their mills to Cincinnati, Louis- 
ville, St. Louis, Chicago and other distributing 
points for the western and southern trade. Without 
a cheapening of freight rates on the northern trunk 
lines they foresee that the southern manufacturers 
will speedily drive them from the western markets, 
The eastern manufacturers acknowledge that they 
have, on coarser goods, lost control of the southern 
market, aud that they are threatened with the 
loss of the western market. There is another 
point that sharply affects this threatened 
loss of market that the wuorthern manufac- 
turers have modestly omitted to state, and 
that is that the southern product which is 
now being introduced into the west is a better arti- 
cle than any thatcomes from New England looms. 
Inall portions of the agricultural west where the 
tillers of the soil have used soutbern ginghams,hon- 
estly made and unweighted with the contents of 
pastepots, they demand that the retail dealers keep 
the superior southern goods for sale. These goods 
are more durable and give far better satisfaction 
than the products of New England mills. It is pos- 
sible that the southern manufacturers may in time 
lower the standard of their products; but, being 
men of intelligence, it is nut probable that they 
willcommitthatact of folly now, when they are 
encroaching on the most desirable of all markets, 
and when their mills are earning from ten to forty 
percent per year, 

In the south the power used to:drive machinery 
is generally water. Itisa goodand cheap power. 
There are no long continued cold spells to thickly 
coat the streams with ice and clog the runways and 
pipes and wheels, The supply of water is compar- 
atively steady. It is unfailing. The mountains 
have not been denuded of trees, nor has all the 
agricultural land been stripped of forests. The 
water is stored in the sponge-like soil of the forest 
lands, and nature deals it out gradually. Where- 
ever there is avery valuable water power in the 
cotton states itis beingimproved. Canals to lead 
the water to desirable mill sites are being dug. 
Notably is this the case at Columbia, South 
Carolina. There the state, using convict 
labor, is engaged in constructing a large canal that 
is expected to have sufficient capaci:y to supply 
power to several extensive cotton mills. South 
Carolina, anxious te attract capital to her soil, 
passed alaw exempting all capital invested in 
manufacturing from taxation for ten years. The 
southern manufacturers buy the cotton they use 
from first hands. in many cases they buy from 
the planters’ wagons, thus saving all transporta 
tion charges. ‘They also save the cost of compress- 
ing the bales. The two charges for compressing 
and transporting amount, from any southern point 
to New England, to overa cent per pound. It is 
plain that t: e transportation charges on the cotton 
from the south to the northern mills,and the freight 
charges On the manufactured product from the 
north to the south, is a protection that gives the 
southern market to the southern manufecturer. 
There is much onsolatory talk among the northern 
manufacturers about the southern mills not produc- 
ing the finer qualitiesof goods. This is undoubtedly 
true; but itis also true that the machinery that pro- 
duces fine goods in the north will produce equally 
fine goods in the south, and the southern operatives 
are fully as intelligent as those of New Kugland. 
When the demand is made on the southern manu- 
facturers for a fine quality of goods will surely 
er it, and supply it cheaper thal’ any northern 
mili,

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SEVEN TIMES TRIED AND STILL 
OUT OF DANGER. 


The Story of the Murder, and the Prisoner's First 
OConviction—His Second Trial, which Preves 
More Unsatisfactory than the First— 
From State to Federal Courts. 


WASHINGTON, April 3.—The decision which avas 
rendered by the U. S, supreme court yesterday 
in the interesting criminal case of Charles F, Kring 
plaintifin error, against the state of Missouri, 
brought here upon a writ of error from the supreme 
court of that state, was very interesting. Kring, the 
plaintiffin error, on January 4, 1875, shot and 
killed a woman named Dora Broenser. At the 
Mareh term of the St. Louis criminal court in the 
Same year,he was indicted for murder in the first 
degree, tried, found guilty and sentenced to be 
hanged. Upon appeal the judgment of the crimi- 
nal court was reversed and a new trial ordered. 


Two more trials followed, in. both of 
which the jury failed to agree. Upon 
the fourth trial the prisoner made an 


arrangement with the state’s attorney to plead 
guilty of murder in the second degree upon condi- 
tion that his sentence Should be imprisonment for 
a period not longer than ten years. Under this 
plea, however, he was sentenced to imprisonment 


for 25 years. He again appealed, and the judgment’ 
of the lowerjcourt was reversed by the supreme 
court, and the cause a second time remanded. 
Upon his next trial the prisoner refused to with- 
draw his plea of guilty of murder io thesecond de- 
gree,ortomake any other plea, whereupon the 
court ordered a plea of not guilty to be entered for 
him, and he was again tried for murderin the first 
degree, found guilty, and sentenced to death. He 
appealed successively to the court of appeals 
and to the supreme court of the state. In both ol 
these irfbanela the judgment and the sentence of 
the court below were ailirmed. 
TO THE FEDERAL COURT. 

The seritence was then ordered to be executed 
February 24th, 1:82, but before that time Judge 
Miller, of the United States supreme court, granted 
a writ of error, and the case was brought here for 
final review. Under constitution and laws of Mis- 
souri, in force at the time the offense was commit- 
ted and the indictment found, the prisoner could 
not be tried for murder in the first degree, 
after he had been convicted or 
pleaded guilty of murder in the second degree, but 
under the constitution of 1875, as construed by the 
supreme court of Missouri, one indicted for mur- 
derin the first degree and convicted, or sentenced 
on a plea of guilty of murder in the second 
degree, may be again tried on 
murder in «he first degree in case of an appeal 
and reversal. It was contended in all the courw by 
the prisoner’s counsel that the section of the state 
constitution of 1875, adopted subsequent to the time 
the offense was committed, and subsequent to the 
finding of the indictment, could not be applied to 
prisoner’s case; that it changed the punishment; 
that it was an ex post facto law, and as such repug- 
nant to the constitution of the United States. 
Justice Miller, in a long and caretully written 
opinion, rendered the decision of this court,which 
may be briefly summed up as follows: “We are of 
opinion that any law passed after the commission 
of an offense, which, in relation to that offense, or 
its consequences, aiters the situation of the party to 


his disadvantage, is an ex post facto law. 
No one can be criminally punished 
in this country except according to the law 


prescribed for his goverument by the sovereign au- 
thority before the imputed offense was committed, 
and which existed as law atthe time. The prcvl- 
sion of the constitution of Missouri, which denies 
to the plaintiff in error the benefit which the pre- 
vious law gave him, of acquittal of the charge of 
murder in tne first degree, ou. a conviction of mur- 
der in the second degree, is, as to his case, an ex 
post facto law within the meaning of the constitu- 
tion of the United States, and for the error of the 
supreme court of Missouri in holding otherwice, its 
judgment is reversed and the case remanded to it 
with dire¢tions to reverse the judgment of the 
criminal court of St. Louis, and for such further 
proceedings as are not inconsistent with this opin- 
ion.’’ Chief Justice Waite and Justices Bradley, 
Gray and Matthews dissented. 

This decision, rendered by a bare majority of one, 
linally relieves the prisoner from the sentence Of 
death which has been hanging over him for the 
past seven years.

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THE OLD BELL JOHNSON HALL 
BUILDING AT AUCTION. 


Bidding Lively on a Valuable Pieos of Atlanta Prop- 
erty—Bid in by Mr. Clem Harris—The Price 
Which it Brought and Who Made Offers 
—~A Talkon a Market House, Ete. 


A large crowd of Atlanta capitalists were drawn 
together yesterday afternoon at the corner of Ala- 
bama and Broad streets to witness the sale of the 
Bell-Johnson hall. In factit was generally con- 
ceded that never before had so much of Atlanta's 
wealth been congregated in one place before. 

The sale was advertised to begin a 3 o'clock, but 
long before that hour arrived the crowd wasa big 
one and the speculations as to the price the building 
wouid bring’ were nurmerous. No one present 
thought it would go for less than $30,000 while 
many proclaimed that it would bring $40,000. 
Everybody admitted that it was gilt-edge property 
and ee that it would never again sell for so 
small a sum as it would bring atthissale. Promptly 
at 3 o’clock the veteran, tireless and successful auc- 
tioneer, George W. Adair, mounted a box and ad- 
dressed his audience and bidders. As he always 
does Colonel Adair put his audience in a good hu- 
mor with him, with themse!ves and with the world 
at large before he asked for a bid. With his 
hands pointing in every direction he delivered a 
free lecture on the increased value in Atlanta real 
estate, and declared that the boom had just started. 
In order to infuse the speculative minds present he 
informed his hearers that he was now negotiating 
with five manufacturing establishments which 
want to begin business in Atlanta, one of the five 
being the Tredegar iron works ef Richmond, Va. 
Pointing to Austell & Bice’s building on Bread 
street Colonel Adair said that a few yearsago he 
tried to sell the place for $10,000 but could not do 
80. A few years after that ineffect- 
ual effort he sold a one-half interest in 
the building for $10,000 and soon after that sale sold 
the other half interest for $10,500. Then pointin 
to the Hillyer building on the corner of Broad an 
Alabama, he said that he had offered Judge Hillyer 
$35,000 for it, but the judge would take no amount 
of money for it, These remarks made every one 
happy with the valuation of Atlanta real estate and 
then Colonel Adair gave a description of the 
property, with its lines and bounds, and the terms, 
which were one-third cash, one-third insix and 
one-third in twelve months; notes at 8 per cent, or 
all cash, at the option of the purchaser. He then 
asked fora bid.
